In the progress of the Pacific coast 


for the last ten years, Oakland has en- 
- joyed its full share. 


In this respect, the 
last year has been no exception to thase 


before. Enlarged in its boundary, so as 
to take in Brooklyn, its generous neigh- 
bor on the southeast, and a fine region 


towards the north rapidly settling to- 
wards Berkeley, it has come to be the 
fourth city, if not the third, for size of 
population, in the state. Greatly. im- 


proved in the grading and admirable 


macadamizing of its streets, and beauti- 
fied by hundreds of buildings, of the 
very first class, as residences, besides’ 
many for hotels and business, and adorn- 


ed with finest ornamented yards, it 


seems the very first of the cities of the 
coast in all that externally constitutes 
the loveliness and attractiveness of 
homes. We doubt if even at the East 
more beautiful avenues can anywhere 
be seen than some in Oakland, more es- 
pecially that of Jackson st., towards 
Lake Merritt, where the former owner, 
whose name is given to this beautiful 
little sheet of water, seems to have striv- 
en to see how lovely the proper blend- 
ing of art with most tastefully modified 
nature, could render the whole scenery 
Among the hotels, we 


passing the magnificent house Dr. Mer- 
ritt and Capt. Wilcox are finishing off, on 
Twelfth st., immediately in front of the 
present University buildings. Broad- 
way seems emulating its namesake of 
New York, as we knew it near thirty 
years ago.

ful bay, just, sufficiently studded with is- 
lands, and spotted {with white sails of 
vessels, and then again the noble moun- 
tains rise beyond; or else, through the 
wide opening of the Golden Gate, the 
ocean itself is seen, extending away to 
the west on the horizon. Between these 
two beautiful, contrasting scenes, there 
‘lies, to the uorth and south, the level or 
gently rolling country, checkered with 
farms of varying crops, and their many 
lovely dwellings, giving life and soul to 
the whole, in its associations with the 
presence of man. Among the many 
points from which this scene of surpass- 
ing beauty, a perfect picture of won- 
derful variety most admirably blended 
to intensify the pleasing aspects. of 
each part, we would mention the gently 
elevated position of the Golden Gate 
Academy, directly in front of its natural 
namesake ; or that of McClure’s Military 
Academy, near the previous ; or by the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum ; or the site 
of the new State Oniveraty, i near the 
hills, and further to the north; or, 

again, just ‘back of the ‘church 
building, in the vicinity of Mills’ Female 
Institute. If Mt. Hood or Yosemite

Dear Pacirio:—Our last letter left 
us as we were starting from Tepic for 
Guadalajara. After we had travelled 
over a very rough road from 2.30 Pp. m., 
till 8 P.m., we reached the supposed 
resting place for the night. (But it isa 
place to be long remembered by us, as 
by many others, as the place of no rest.) 
As the stage stopped, an elderly woman 
led us into what she called a bed-room. 
In this bed-room stood a small square 
table ; a relic, I should judge, of ancient | 
days. The carpentership displayed 
upon this piece of furniture might com- 
pare well with that of the Stone Age. 
The only bench in the room was not to 
be complained of; it had served its 
time as a beam in some Mexican house 
or other, and is now placed as a.seat for 
the weary traveler, "While we were ex- 
amining the bench and table, an Indian 


brought us bed-clothes enough for two | 


beds, one to be placed on the floor, and 
the other upon the bed-stead, which 
was by far the best Piece of furniture of 
the three that were in our room. After. 
we had taken the thickest of the duat 
off of our table, we spread upon it an 
Evening. Bulletin for a table-cloth, and 
ate with hearty relish, mostly of the 
good things our friends in San Francisco 
had put in our lunch basket, before we 
left. The pigs by this time had earnest- 
ly courted our friendship; cats and 
dogs also made their numerous visits 
during the night, and all of them seem- 
ed to think that they had as much right 
to be in the room as we had. The par- 
ty attempting to sleep in the bed placed 
on the floor, demonstratively refused to 
take in any more bed-fellows than had 
always made the bed their home, and’ 
on this the pigs left with disgust, having 
but a very unfavorable idea of American 
hospitality... We ‘can. assure. ‘you, we 
slept but ‘very: little the night referred- 
to’; for, had not the pigs, cats’ and’ dogs 
been, there, making. their incessant:neise, 
| the original occupants of our beds 


would have kept’ us awake ahd busy all

have been very much: unlike the.one 
Mark Twain described as being “as 
thin as a cracker, and inhabited within 
‘and without.? | 


We left this place early the following | 
morning, and never b¢fore had we wit- | 
nessed. the “‘ King of Day” coming | 
forth from his palace arrayed in ‘such 
glory, as on this beautiful morning. ; As 
we were winding our way throngh the | 
bushes, beautiful grasses, and flowers, 
that were abundant on this part of the 
‘road, we could see through the thick fo- 
ily on the breast of a little hill, mus- 
kets glittering. And in a few moments 
after this, the stage was surrounded by | 
seyeral armed Indians, The head man 
among them informed us that they 


were Lozada’s soldiers, and after they| | 
had examined our passport and searched. | 
the stage for firearms, we were permit-.| . 


ted to pass in peace. By this time, we. 
were on a road thickly covered with 
ashes from the volcano near Ahuacatlan, 
called Sebornco. This volcano has 
been active a little over two years. At. 
12 m., as we approached the base of the 
mountain, it seemed to send forth its 
massive columns of smoke and steam 
with new energy. And when we were 
standing on the road looking at the 
wonderful sight, suddenly there burst 
forth from the base of the mountain, 
about a quarter of a mile from where 
we stood, even larger columns of smoke 
than were coming out of the center. 
We are not able te describe the grand- 
eur of this sight, and we could not but 
exclaim at that time, with the psalmist, 
“QO, Lord, how great are thy works !””. . 
At 8 p:m., we-reached a respectable 
hotel ‘and had a good night’s rest, the: 
landlord showing us as much kindness 
as if we were his own children. Here’ 
our passport had to be examined and'} 
signed by the commander of Lozada’s 
troops, which he did willingly. We 
left this hotel at 5 a, m., the following: 
morning, and at 12 m. we reached a 
place where we had to mount our horses. 
to cross the Basanca. It is customary | 
for the stage from Tepic to return from 
this point, and the passengers cross the 
Basanea on horseback to meet the stage 
from Guadalajara. But on account of 
the revolution in the canton of Tepic, 
the Guadalajara stage had left, not to 
return till peace was restored. Our 
stage driver, as we found afterward, be- 
ing very anxious to escape from Tepic, | 
‘gladly drove his empty stage over a 
road that was almost impassable me our 
horses. 

About 4 p. after we had crossed . 
the Basanca, we entered an Indian hut 
and en) joyed some tortillas, dried beef 
and coffee; using, turn about, a brass 
spoon, knife, and the best part of a fork, 
which were furnished us by the hostess. 
For 9 tablecloth, we had placed on the 
floor an old Indian mat... This mat is 
one of the most useful things that the 
Indians have. On this they sit down, 
on this they arrange their merchandise 
in the tmarket-place ; on’ this’ they eat 
and drink ; and on this tired nature seeks’ 
refreshing sleep at night. 

This spot we left, to travel, that eve- 
ning, the most dangerous portion of the 
road. After about two hours’ ride, the 
Mozo,.or_ assistant driver, who stood on 
the brake at that time, grew as pale as 
death, in.a moment, and before we had 
time to ask the Mozo the reason for such | 
a sudden change, we could: see suspic-: 
ious, looking persons near by, waiting | 
for the stage. One of these men was 
on horseback, dressed in woman’s 
clothes, and having a blanket about his 
head, but. not in such @ manner as pre- | 
vented. him from seeing us. .And im his} 
attempt to take his revolver from his 
belt, the blanket fell, and revealed to us 
a very good looking, .young man of 
about twenty-six-years of age, who, ap- 
parently, was far more afraid of us than 
we were of him. Another’ elderly 
}:man stood by the horse’s head, having | 
the same intent as the young man just.

‘stood the captain’ of the small» band,

The com> 
plainants were a physician and the pas- 
tor of the Congregational Church, as no 
others would start it, though many anx- 
ious for it and sustaining it. Twotrials 
were had, the first jury standing six to 
six. Five lawyers were engaged—three 
by the defence. It was proved, positive. 
ly, that the accused expressed an intent 
to keep open Sunday. » His clerk testifi- 
ed that he did business as usual; that 
the defendant returned from Napa, Sun- 
day afternoon; that no orders to close 
were given; and that the money for 
Sunday’s business was paid over and 
accepted, as for other days. - Another 
party testified to buying liquor there. 
Acquittal was secured on the’grounds of 
no responsibility for the clerk’s action ; 
and that the saloon was 
the term tavern.” | 

8. The difficulties to be met with. The 
well-known ignorance of Justices of the 
Peace, in interpretation of law, is the 
great obstacle.

The philanthropic peo 
ple of the city of Brooklyn are just now 
taking hold of the matter in earnest, 
with a stock company of $10,000 capi- 
tal, representatives from the best known 
churches being included among the cor- 
porators. We wish some of our good 
people would establish a coffee house 
and restaurant in this city on such a 
basis, that all sorts of temperance peo- 
ple, rich and poor, could patronize it ; 
such as would offer a resting-place, and 
- something to read to every weary one, 
and as would be free from most of the 
nuisances of restaurants as now conduct- 
ed. We believe that with low prices, 
good qualities, and all neatnesses, such a 
coffee-house would pay moderately from 
the very beginning. 


We have ‘seen the’ annual report of 
the “ Business and Condition” of the 
National Gold Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of this city—from which we judge 
it to be in-a prosperous state.. And we 
take this occasion to express our gratifi- 
cation at the increase of the number of 
gold-note banks in this state. We have 
been highly favored, on the whole, in 
respect to our currency and our banks. 
The failures of banks have been few, and 
the losses have rarely been total. Much 
as we may find fault with our financiers, 
we are bound in all candor to remember 
that our business, our benevolence, and 
our religion have all received the benefit 
of their skillful management.

the fifteen thousand engineers employed. 
upon the railways of this country and 
‘Canada, more than eight thousand ‘are 
associated in an order called ‘“ The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers,” 
whose object is by combination to ele- 
vate the standing of the members as 
engineers and as men. Their motto is 
“ Sobriety, Truth, Justice, and Moral- 
ity.” They publish a monthly journal 
with more than twelve thousand sub-- 
scribers, and if the moral and religious 
‘characters of its readers may be judged 
‘at all from its pages, they stand well in 
these respects. At the late annual meet- 
ing of their Grand Division, held at St. 
Louis, prominent attention was given to 
‘an effort to secure the right of rest on 
Sunday. The movement originates 
‘among themselves, and out of the great 
evils which they have found to result to 
themselves, their families and the com- 
munity at large; from their being de- 
prived of the Sabbath, as to a large and 
increasing extent they now are.
